convention for next Wednesday. 

Hugh Bailey, director of trade and 
commerce, whose home is in Princeton, 
Bureau .county, has opened regular 
headquarters here. 

Bailey Shifts Headquarters. 


Bailey's own county is considered 
Wiliam <A. Teece, county 
chairman who is on the state pay roll, 
saya it is. Therefore, Director Bailey 
Las shifted his residence temporarily 
under orders from the governor to 
split the delegation from Peoria county 
which is Justice Stone’s home.

Traffic Relief 


A fleck Outlines Rush 
Hour Improvements 
for Streets. 


‘BY J. L. JENKINS. 
HICAGO'’S narrow and inad> 
quate westbound boulevards ani 
through streets might be made 
to afford fifty per cent more rush 
hour traffic capacities by the adoption 
of simple, though temporary, conges- 
tion relief regulations, according to 
transportation students who are urg- 
ing immediate changes in driving rules 
to ease the situntion ahead of the pro- 
posed spring and summer widening

provements.

“Although” Washington boulevard, 
or Hyde Park boulevard, or Sheridan 
road, for example, has space for two 
traffic lanes in each direction, there 
is now practically only one lane for 
travel in each direction, because one” 
lane on each side is used for parking. 
If parking were prohibited during rush 
hours only and the street divided into 
lanes, there could be three lanes in- 
stead of only one for loopbound 
traffic In the morning and three lanes 
instead of one for outbound traffic 
during the rush hours in the even- 
ing. In both morning and evening 
there would still be one lane for traffic 
in the opposite 


“This method wenté increase traffic 
@apacity of these or similar streets 
threefold during the morning and 
evening rush hours when such streets 
are most needed and most congested. 
While the parking prohibition would 
inconvenience a few, it would be only 
a few hours and it would accommo- 
date thousands by providing more 
space for moving traffic when it is 
most needed for that purpose and least 
meeded for parking. By promoting 
steady travel and reducing the number 
of stops and starts, that consume 
and gas and wear out tires, the plan 
also would tend to reduce cost of 
operating cars. 

“On a street from 28 to 32 feet wide 
-—that is, with space for three lanes— 
two lanes can be reserved for traffic 
in one direction and one lane for traffic 
in the opposite direction. On streets 
36 feet or more wide the plan will al- 
low three lanes for traffic in one direc- 
tion and one lane for traffic in the op- 
posite direction during rush hours and 
with traffic evenly divided the balance 
of the time. On streets 56 or 60 feet 
or more wide four, or even five, lanes 
could be reserved for direction of heavy 
travel during rush hours and one or 
two lanes for traffic in the opposite 
direction. Thus the plan could be used 
to advantage, for example, on Michigan 
boulevard, Shore drive, Sheridan 
road, Mon street, Jackson boule 
vard, Washington boulevard, Hyde 
Park boulevard, and other main thor- 
oughfareés without car tracks and 
where more than fifty per cent of the 
traffic during certain hours is in one 
direction.” 

The proposed plan is said not only 
to be effective and easily controlied but 
also inexpensive. The cost of painting 
traffic lines and rush hour rules on the 
pavement is so slight as compared with 
the advantages that it is insignificant, 
traffic men agree.

During the noon hour he would 
entertain the other workmen with 
songs and recitations, and in the 
evening he was to be found at a 
saloon near the old Red bridge, 
making merriment for the crowd.

and heard the “ rolling mill man” 
do his stuff. His wit was refresh- 
; ing, he had a good singing voice 
and his physical appearance was 
what stage folk call “ great,” 
Hawkins made Shields a proposition 
to work with him as a teammate, and 
altKough at first reluctant to quit his 
job at the rolling mill he was per- 
| 2 Suaded to try his fortune on the stage. 
i Having had no stage experience what- 


They were an instantaneous hit 
and for two or three years they 
worked together with road com- 
binations and in Chicago variety 
halls that abounded on the south f 
side. Hawkins was not only a 
clever performer in black face, but 
he could put a sketch together and 
with Kelly’s aid their act went big. 
In a short time they were favorites 
with those who patronized this 
class of amusement. 

One hundred dollars a week for 
a vaudeville team was a big salary 
in those days, but managers out- 
bid each other for the services of 
the “rolling mill man” and his part- 
ner. After Hawkins and Kelly split 
up, the former took Ben Collins as a 
partner and Kelly often worked with 
them on the same bill at Jerry Mon- 
roe’s “free and easy,”’ which was on 
the west side of State street, near 
Taylor.. Smoking and drinking were 
allowed here, as in all the other va- 
riety halls, and waiters with trays of 
beer passed through the audience 
bawling their wares. 

A minstrel. first part was the usual 
performance at those resorts, followed 
by sketches, song and dance acts, mu- 
sical specialties, and a “grand finale 
by.the entire company.”

The last named song was:’written for 
Maggie Cline, an old favorite on the 
vaudeville stage, who often appeared at 
the Park.

“The Irish Queen,” as Miss Cline 
was always billed, made the biggest 
hit of her career in this song. By her 
rendition of it she made it a classic, and 
for years after the song became old 
and worn out her audiences demanded 
McCloskey.”

But it is not as @ singer or ‘song 
writer that Kelly is best remembered 
and upon which his fame reste. He 
was a wonderful story teller, and by 
the same token he was the origina tor 
of all his witticisms and funny say- 
ings. He was not an actor and never 
claimed to be one, but he was & great 
entertainer. Keen of observation, he 
saw the humorous side of evetything 
in life. He used but little make up 
for the stage—a tall silk hat of ancient 
vintage, Prince Albert coat, a pair of 
steel bowed spectacles, and a drooping 
forelock of black hair, which I think 
was his own, and which was very 
noticeable when he removed his hat. 
The writer of these reminiscences 
often heard Kelly at the Park and the 
following anecdotes and stories are 
only fragments and not as told by the 
“rolling-mill man.” No one could tell 
Kelly's stories ag they were told by 
him.

| KELLY TAKES NEW YORK 


Kelly went to New York in 1892 to 

Dpiay a week's engagement at Tony 

s theater. Whenever Pastor 
visited Chicago with his own company 
he never failed to call on Kelly at the 
Park. He regarded the “ rolling-mill 
man” in a class by himself. Pastor 
was anxious to let the patrons of his 
Wew York theater see and hear Kelly, 
and the latter, after much persuasion, 
consented to make his second appear- 
ence in Gotham. The New Yorkers 
went wild over him—‘“tore up the 
seats "’—as the saying is in vaudeville, | 
when an act goes big. 

Ten or twelve years before that he 
played a brief engagement [one night 
only] at a theater on the Bowery. On 
his first appearance the ‘audience, not 
understanding his conversational style, 
hissed him. It was new to them and 
“over their heads.”

these drawing room entertainments | 
and made as great a hit with New | 
Vork'’s society folk as with his old| 
cronies for whom he sang at the noon | 
bour when he was a rolling-mill man. 

Kelly died in New York in.1896 at 
the age of 37. He is buried in Phila- 
Gelphia, the city of his birth.
